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Attachment to Advisory Action 

The new issues are newly inserted limitations "wherein said mutant of III of IV is PFL 
defective but not also Ldl -defective" (claim 35) that require further consideration and/or search. 
At the very least it is not clear as proposed what is "said mutant of III of IV " or whether it is 
some typing error. Moreover, the issue of new matter might also exist. Thus, the proposed 
amendment as the whole is not entered. 

Applicants arguments filed 10/16/2007 have been fully considered but not found 
persuasive because they are mostly directed to the same issues discussed in the last office action. 
Some arguments are based in the disclosure with regard to the strain DN 225 that has been 
neither claimed nor argued during prosecution. At the very least the deposit requirement is not 
meet for this strain. 

With regard to the restriction requirement mailed on 3/1 5/200 it is noted that the 
restriction requirement was based on the claims as presented for examination. Applicants appear 
to argue that some typing error(s) in the strain characterizations and/or strain designation 
numbers have occurred in the previously presented claims. However, the typing error does not 
appear to preclude applicants to pursue the withdrawn claims in the divisional applications and 
to pursue the pending claims in the continuation applications.
